Victim of Insomnia Commits Suicide in Cousin’s Apart- 
ment After Making Final Arrangements for 
Disposition of His Body. 


Carefully arranging for all matters 
connected wath his act and planning 
what disposition was to be made of 
his body, Robert Hudson Dixon, 54 
years old, of 1617 Riggs street north- 
west, yesterday committed suicide by 
gas in the apartment of his cousin, 
Miss Alice A. Read, at 1420 R street 
northwest. 

Consideration tor his cousin and the 
fear that she might be injured prompt- 
ed Dixon to leave a sign in the apart- 
ment warning, hs Gas on full 
force.” 

A note which the man left explained 
what had prompted his act and al- 
though he attributed his suicide to 
failure of hie infnd, the note was lucid. 

The note reads’ 

“To the Coroner and the Public: In- 
somnia and a breakdown of long stand- 
ing is cause for this act of mine. My 
mind will not function properly, mak- 
ing my condition helpless and hopeless.

ALL SOVIET ELATED; 
ROME EXPECTS QUIZ 


Action of Two Men in Leav- 
ing Malmgren to Die Arouses 
Defense in Italy. 


Moscow, July 16 (A.P.).—With all 


refugee explorers and rescuers saved 
from the barren coasts and icy waters 
around Spitzbergen, the Soviet rescue 
expedition is turning its attention to- 
ward the forlorn hope that six men 
carried away in the balloon portion of 
the dirigible Italia may be found alive 
and that Roald Amundsen and his 
missing companions may also be dis- 
covered in that vicinity. 

The Russian ice-breaker Krassin, the 
10,000-ton vessel which last week 
rescued seven survivors of Gen. Um- 
| berto Nobile’s expedition, today was 
| heading toward Advent Bay to refuel 
| for the attempt to find trace of the 
| twelve men whose fAte yet is in doubt. 

The Krassin reported today by radio 
that late last night she took aboard 
| the Russian aviator, Chukhnovsky, and 
| the four men who were with him when 
he made a forced landing near Cape 
Platen after discovering Capts. Zappl 
and Mariano on their iceberg. The 
Krassin also took aboard three Italians 
and a Norwegian guide named Noiss, 
who had been put ashore by the Nor- 
wegain ice-breaker Draganza to bring 
out the Chukhnovsky party. 

Soviet Officials Delighted. 


| These rescuers arrived at the Cape 
|Platen camp while the Krassin was 
loading Chukhnovsky’s damaged plane. 

Soviet government circles do not try 
to conceal their delight at the record 
made by their big ship in the Arctic 
drama Without disparaging the heroic 
work of Finnish, Swedish, Norwegian 
and Italian aviators, they lay emphasis 
on the fact that the Krassin has taker 
fifteen men off the ice as against ‘ive 
rescued by all other expeditions com- 
bined. 

General Nobile was taken away im 
a small plane by Lieut. Einer Lundberg. 
Later Lundberg himself was marooned 
at the ice camp near Foyn Island until 
he was rescued tn similar fashion by 
Lieut. Shyberg, a fellow Swedish army 
airman. Capt. Sora and his dog driver, 
Van Dongen, were saved from Foyn 
Island by one Finnish and two Swedish 
seaplanes. Their comrade, Varming, 
who had been left behind because of 
snow blindness at Cape Brun, was 
taken aboard the Braganza. 


Others Aboard the Krassin. 


All other known survivors of the No- 
bile expedition as well as the men 
picked up today at Cape Platen found 
safety aboard the Krassin. Due to her 
record and the known capabilities of 
her personnel, the Soviet Rescue Com- 
mission feels certain that she will be 
‘able to reach the vicinity about 25 
‘miles from where the Italia was 
wrecked and where it is hoped to find 
some evidence of what happened after 
the gondolas were torn loose and 
spilled Gen. Nobile and his companions 
on the ice. 

All the rescued Italians now aboard 
the Krassin will be transferred as 
quickly as possible to the Citta di Mi- 
lano. This was decided today by the 
Soviet Rescue Commission after a re- 
quest to that effect had been received 
from Gen. Nobile. The Krassin will 
coal at Advent Bay and then proceed 
to some convenient harbor to meet the 
Citta di Milano and effect the transfer. 


Wreck Laid to Ice Coating. 


The wreck of the Italia, as described 
by the rescued men aboard the ice 
breaker Krassin to a correspondent for 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, was 
caused by a heavy layer of ice which 
covered the dirigible and made mae 
neuvering impossible. 

The rescued men told the correspon- 
dent that everything went well until 
the bailoon and its propellers became 
heavily encrusted with ice. Then the 
helm became crippled by ice and with 
maneuvering impossible, the dirigible 
suddenly tilted and caused the,scatase 
trophe far from shore. 
apparatus of the Italia worked well 
throughout and all the motors funce 
tioned until the crash against the 
ice, 

The main stern and motor gondolas 
were wrecked, and the free bag of the 
dirigible then rose to a great height 
and was carried off by the wind, 


Bag Fell; Smoke Was Seen. 


Capt. Alberto Marino, pilot of the 
dirigible, saw smoke when the bag sud- 
denly took a fall. This took place about 
half an hour after the crash.

1,200 Rebels Killed 
In Mexico This Year 


Mexico City. July 16 (A.P.).—Unoffi- 
Cla] estimates in a Guada-Lajarda dis- 
patch to Excelsior indicate that about 
1,200 insurgents have been killed this 
year in many different battles in va- 
rious parts of the state of Jalisco be- 
tween federal troops and insurgents 
who have engaged in guerrilla warfare 
for more than two years. 

The dispatch estimated that 177 in- 
sSurgent leaders have surrendered with 
their followers The number of these 
who have been given immunity after 
laying down their arms could not be 
determined.

Teachers Told They Neglect 
Important Task in 


English Courses.

“Any 5-year-old knows more language 
facts than we try to teach him in the 
schools, facts of word order, word for- 
mation, the ways in which words get 
meaning, the curious shifts § these 
meanings undergo, the relation of 
words and sentence idioms to his 
thinking, &c. But he does not know 
that he knows these things. To ‘teach’ 
him language is to make him conscious 
of these language facts, to systematize 
and evaluate them. This is to put 
him in command of the Instrument of 
his thought, the tool of his mental] 
development.”

Cavour, Italy, (Tuesday) July 17 
(A.P.).—Former Premier Viovann! Gio- 
litti died at 1:35 o’clock this morning, 
following upon a long iliness from 
uremic poisoning. , 


For nearly four decades Giovanni 
Giolitti was one of the outstanding po- 
litical figures .f Italy. 


During his most active years, whether 
in or out of the government, he wielded 
a power that was little less than that 
of a dictator. 

He had served as premier five times 
and between the government that he 
headed several premiers remained in 
power only at his discretion because of 
the majority he usually was able to 
control. 

After the resignation of one of his 
governments a movement was inaugu- 
rated for his impeachment on charges 
of abuse of power as a minister; he fell 
into disfavor because of his attitude 
toward Italy's participation in the 
World War, and in 1918 was charged 
with treason by a member of the cham- 
ber of deputies, but was cleared of the 
charge by a parliamentary commission 
of inquiry. 

Giolitti was opposed to lItaly’s par- 
ticipation in the World War and be- 
lieved that the country’s interests 
would be best served by neutrality. 
When Italy’s intervention “on the side 
the allies became imminent it was 
salc that Giolitti, by using his personal | 
hold in the pariiamentary majority 
attempted to upset the Salandra cabi- 
net. The attempt, however, was frus- 
trated by the uprising of public opin- 
ion In favor of the war and during the 
campaign the aged statesman avoided 
public affairs. 

The unsatisfactory consequences to 
Italy of the peace negotiations after 
the World War and internal dissension 
throughout the country forecast the 
downfall of the Nitti cabinet then in 
power. When this came in June, 1920,

Gen. Henry L. Stimson, regarding 
revision of commercial laws, said Sergio 
Osmena, who was reelected floor \eader 
of the senate majority party today 

Senator Osmena told the Associated 
Press there should be little difficulty 
obtaining revision of Filipino commer- 
cial laws to make them more in keeping 
with those of other countries in which 
local capital is operating. 

The senator said the Senate would 
consider modification of the land laws, 
although it may not be possible to 
legislate anything regarding this mat- 
ter during the present session.

Southern States Would Have! 
Boycotted Convention 
“Had They Known.” 


Pendleton, S. C., July 16 (A.P.) 
Had the South known that Gov. Alfred 
Smith and Chairman John J. 
Raskob, of the Democratic national 
Committee, would propose revision of 
the prohibition laws, several Southern 
States would have refused to partici- 
pate in the Houston’ convention, 
United States Senator Cole L. Blease 
said in a letter to Mr. Raskob, made 
public here today.

The electrical nmragnate and Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes’ colleague on the German 
Reparations Commission was, indeed, 
Smith's first choice for the chairman- 
ship of the Democratic national com- 
mittee, which went to John J. Raskob, 
of General Motors. 

Boss Murphy's stock phrase when he 
did not wish to make known a decision 
which he had made for an impending 
political convention, was: “The dele- 
gates will decide.” Al Smith fre- 
quently uses the formula, always in a 
solemn tone,’ but with an expression 
of mockery in his blue eyes.

DEMOCRATS CONFERRING 


Dallas, Tex., July 16 (A.P.).—Two Re- 
publican leaders of Texas today an- 
nounced a bolt to the standard of Gov 


Alfred E Smith of New York, while 
on the other side of the political fence 
Democratic bolters gathered here for 
a conference tomorrow at which plans 
for a fight on the Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee will be formulated. 

J. M. O’Hara, organization manager 
of the State Republican committee 
which backed an uninstructed delega- 
tion to the Republican national con- 
vention, and W. M. (Gooseneck Bill) 
McDonald, negro Republican leader. 
announced at Fort Worth that they 
would throw their support to Gov 
Smith. They declared they controlled 
250.000 votes in Texas 

Meanwhile prominent Democrats who 
have announced tHey would not vote 


for the New York Governor because 


of his views on prohibition and his 
Tammany connections, held a series of 
conferences here in preparation for to- 
morrow’s anti-Smith rally 

As the sponsors of the rally an- 
nounced their only fight is against 


Gov. Smith for President and that they 
are not taking sides in the primary 
campaign tor State offices, it was un- 
derstood no State candidates would be 
permitted to take part in the program 

A proposal for an alliance between 
the anti-Smith Democrats and the reg- 
ular Republican organization headed 
by R B. Creager, Republican national 
committeeman, is expected to be 
threshed out at the meeting. 

The Republican faction led by Crea- 
ger, whose Hoover-instructed delega- 
tion was seated at the national con- 
vention in Kansus City over the pro- 
test of a delegation backed by O'Hara, 
McDonald, C. C L'‘ttleton, of Fort 
Worth, and Representative Harry M 
Wurzbach, the State's only Republi- 
can representative in Congress, was re- 
yorted today not in favor of putting 
a candidate in the field against the 
Democratic nominee for governor 

On the other hand the Littleton 
group was understood to be preparing 
to offer a candidate for the governor- 
ship. Littleton resignec from the State 
executive committee last week because 
he could not agree with its policies 

O'Hara declared in a statement that

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CHURCH WN POLITICS AIT 
BY CANDLE OTATEMENT 


‘Bishopric Precedents Cited by 


Head of M. E. Church in 
the South. 


HIS STAND WAS ASKED 


Atlanta, Ga., July 16 (A.P.).—In a 
formal statement emphasizing the 
“nonpolitical mission and work of the 
church,” Bishop Warren A. Candler, of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
today declared he saw no reason to 
dissent from the position. 

The statement, the bishop said, was 
in answer to inquiries concerning his 
personal position “on pending matte?ts 
of political interest and asking advice 
upon the same.” It came two days 
before the scheduled assembly at Ashe- 
ville, N. C., of a conference called by 
Bishop James Cannon, of the’ same 
church, and Dr. A. J. Barton, Baptist 
leader. 

.The Asheville meeting has been called 
for the purpose of laying plans “to de- 
feat the wet Tammany candidate for 
President and to secure the election of 
dry Democratic congressmen and sen- 
ators.” The sponsors have emphasized 
that the conference is not a church af- 
fair, but one “to preserve the ideals, 
unity and perpetuity of Southern De- 
mocracy.” 

Bishop Candler’s statement quoted 
at length from bishopric letters and 
addresses, beginning with 1865, which 
contained varied expressions against 
any participation by the church in po- 
litica] affairs. The position taken, said 
the bishop, was “in agreement with the 
words of our Lord before Pontius Pi- 
late, ‘My kingdom is not of this 
world.’” 

“Offering no criticism of others, I 
propose to abide unfalteringly by this 
principle,” he declared, “discharging 
conscientiously my duties as a citizen 
and fulfilling with fidelity my commis- 
sion as a minister of Jesus Christ.” 

With reference to political matters, 
Bishop Candler said the pastoral Iet- 
ters of three pioneer bishops of 1865 
contained the following exhortation to 
the preachers: 

“Know your high calling. 
Christ and him crucified. Do not 
preach politics. You have no commis- 
sion to preach politics. The divinity 
of the church is never more strikingly 
displayed than when it holds on its 
ever straightforward way in the midst 
of worldly commotions,”

After the group photograph the 
President and the man who aspires to 
succeed him posed together seated in 
gayly painted wicker chairs. 

“Carry on a conversation. Mr. Presi- 
dent,” requested one of the photog- 
raphers. 


Hoover Won't Talk, He Says. 


The President turned and said a few 
words to Mrs. Hoover and then facing 


the camera men again, he said: 

“Il can't. Mr. Hoover won't carry on 
his end of the conversation.” 

The President then called the cor- 
respondents to one side and presented 
the Commerce Secretary, explaining 
that some of those attached to the sum- 
mer White House had requested an in- 
terview with the nominec. 

“I saw him go by with a box of bait 
very similar to the box they gave me in 
Superior,” Mr. Coolidge said with a 
smile. Mr. Hoover immediately took 
him up 

“The point of major interest is 
whether there are any fish left in the 
Brule,” he said.

It does noi 
abolish perfidy, clashing national inter- 
ests, greed, or the blunders and crimes 
of men in control of governments. Hu- 
man nature will remain the same, with 
its propensity to explode in warlike anger 
over international controversies. Crafty 
statesmen will still. foment strife when 
they think they can gain adfantage by so 
doing. 

Three points should be borne in mind 
when considering the Kellogg treaty and 
the necessity for maintaining strong 
national defense. First, the treaty is not 
universal. Many nations are outside of 
its bearings, and some of them, like Rus- 
sia, may be powder mines of war. Sec- 
ond, the treaty itself accepts the idea 
that it may be violated by one of the 
signatories. In that event the nation 
against which war is made is released 
from its obligations and may defend it- 
self. Third, two or more foreign powers 
may go to war, whether signatories of the 
treaty or not, and the United States 
would either be compelled to surrender 
its commerce or be prepared to defend it 
against seizure by the belligerents. 

The world has not reached the stage 
where it is safe for any nation to lay 
down its arms and place its frontiers and 
its commerce at the mercy of others. All 
nations should agree to the Kellogy 
treaty and scrupulously respect it. By 
the practice of self-restraint until long 
habit has made war an outward and dis- 
credited instrument of policy, the nations 
may reach the stage where their peoples 
can absolutely veto war. They have far 
to go yet. In the meantime every nation 
is bound to protect itself against emer- 


gencies; Americans who look upon the 
Kellogg treaty as a guarantee against 
war, and who therefore begin to oppose 
the maintenance of strong national 
defense, are not taking counsel of experi- 
ence. Their procedure, if adopted, might 
result in the needless death of number- 
tess unprepared and improperly equipped 
defenders of this country. 


THE ART OF THE TABLE. 


At a time when the complaint is frequently 
heard that housing rather than homes is the 
idea which many entertain, there is an offset 
to the pessimism found in the intergst in the 
subject of home economics. It has been dis- 
covered that nutrition does not depend upon 
the gross bulk of the foodstuffs which burden 
the tafe, but is better served by ‘carefully 
preps, and balanced diets, with a variety ot 
‘greflaration and delicacy of appeal that was 
pt commonly found in the cooking of the 
Olver generation. Home economics has turned 
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many young housewives Into efficiency. experts 
in the purchasing and preparation of foods. 

Back of this newer form of home economics 
lies the economy of space In modern housing, 
which takes the form of apartments or com- 
pact cottages. So that the experts in domestic 
science are advocating the teaching of the 
subject, in some of its phases at least, in the 
home rather than in the school] 
inasmuch as the economies of 
have much to do with the service of dhe 
kitchen. Combination living and dining 
rooms call for a different order of food serv- 
ice than the big kitchens and dining rooms of 
other days. The passing of the formal dining 
room should not lead to neglect of the creature 
need of food, with avoidance of the drudgery 
of cooking by simply eating out, but should 
turn attention toward the inviting aud easy 
methods of serving good and strengthening 
foods, through the resources of present-day 
domestic science, 

Even as late as tem years ago, many persons, 
especially those going out to work, were suf- 
fering from under-nutrition, and while the 
same is true today more generally than should 
be the case, the experts are agreed that the 
concentrations and simplifications in the 
kitchen regime and table service which nome 
economics provide rapidly reducing 
grounds for this complaint. It is being shown 
that better, more nutritious foods, prepared 
with greater appeal to the appetite, may 
offered simply today in contrast with the la- 
bored service of feeding the family in other 
Limes.

Wile, psychiatrist, 
who conducts the children’s clinic at Mt. Sinat 
Hospital in New York, has discovered in search- 
ing through the vital records from 1570 
1920 that year by year the younger generation 
has become proportionately less, whereas there 
has been an appreciable proportionate in- 
crease of persons of 30 and over. Between 
1870 and 1920 there was a decrease of 18 
per cent in individuals under 20; a 36 per 
cent increase in the 50 to 59 year group, and 
a 48 per cent increase in individuals of 60 and 
over. 

The explanation is not difficult to find. The 
country has experienced a decreasing birth 
rate, while the life expectation figure has been 
increased. As a result, the average age has 
been increased. 

As an offset to the decreasing birth rate 
there has been a steady decrease in the infant 
mortality rate. The American Child Health 
Association announced recently that last year 
in 683 cities embracing 40 States, there were 
but 64.9 deaths for each 1,000 births as com- 
pared with 73.7 per 1,000 in 1926, and 190 
in 1915. “The improvement in the infant 
death rate was almost universal over the coun- 
try,’’ said the announcement, “there being but 
few cities that failed to show a declining rate.” 

The automobile, however, continues to take 
heavy tofl of children. Deaths in motor 
vehicle accidents are increasing continually, 
and in the report of the National Safety 
Council having to do with such deaths for

A new era dawned for him when 
he joined the Cunard Line in 1895. He rose 
steadily in his new employment. For some 
years he commanded the Lusitania, and was 
next appointed to the Mauretania. In 1918 
he was put in command of the Aquitania as a 
transport ship, and in her he brought 47,867 
soldiers across the Atlantic. Whatever ship 
he commanded during the war period had 
good luck, but the “luck” was mostly the re- 
sult of the experience, the sagacity and the 
alertness of a great seaman. In view of bis 
war services no one was surprised when King 
George V of England made him a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the British Em- 
pire, which gave him the “‘sir’’ in front of his 
name, 

Sir James Charles had just completed his 
728th Atlantic crossing, and was about to re- 
tire from the service, when the end ‘came to 
him. Off Cherbourg he handed over the giant 
liner Aquitania to the pilot and then went 
below to his cabin for a much-needed rest. 
There, a little later, he was found in a state 
ofcollapse from an internal hemorrhage. 
The vessel was hurried across the channel to 
Southampton and there the patient was rushed 
to a hospital on shore, but in vain, for he 
died a few minutes after his arrival. 

Capt. Charles was known to hundreds, per- 
haps thousands, of Americans who crossed the 
Atlantic between New York and Southampton. 
Every one liked him, and it has been said that 
he was the most popular man on the ocean. 
It is, however, for his seamanship, his vigi- 
lance, his coolness in emergencies, his scrupu- 
lous attention to life-saving equipment for 
passengers and crew, and his constant care 
for safety that he has left a name worthy to 
be ranked with the greatest of the mariners 
of England.

NEW JOURNALISM. 

Year by year and day by day, says 
the Rochester Democrat and Chronicle, 
the front pages of the newspapers un- 
dergo a steady transformation. Even 
the well-known “casual reader” must 
have noticed it. What has become of 
the old-fashioned newspaper editor who 
thought it a sacrilege to print an item 


of sporting news on the front page? 
He has probably gone the way of the 
old-fashioned publisher who thought 
the front page should be devoted 
largely to advertising. 

The newspapers look differently to- 
day. both because of the enlarging in- 
terests of readers and because of the 
keener sense of responsibility on edit- 
ors to give the public the news in 
which it is legitimately interested.

A long ilst of objections to the gen- 
eral order of the Federal Radio Com- 
mission which denies licenses to 162 
radio stations on August 1 were en- 
tered yesterday by Ernest Reichman, 
Chicago attorney, representing stations 
WKBB, Joliet, Ill; WCRW, Chicago; 
WIAS, Ottumwa, Iowa, and KGDA, Dell 
Rapids, S. Dak 

At hearings before tne Radio Com- 
mission on applications of these sta- 
tions for renewed licenses. he declared, 
Congress could not deprive a licensed 
broadcaster of the value of his prop- 
erty without compensation 
“Radio broadcasting is not deie- 
terious to public health or morals and 
the power of Congress to regulate does 
not include power to destroy without 
compensation,’ he said 
If Congress had the power to con- 
fiscate it could only be exercised by 
due process of law, he asserted 
There is no statement of the case 
against them tor the stations to meet, 
Reichman said, except the allegation 
that they had aot been operated in 
the “public interest, convenience of 
necessity.” He held that there was no 
lecal definition for these words.

HE controversy over the George-

Commissioners Are Expectet 
to Appeal From Ruling 
on Public Stands. 


Definite plans for the immediate de- 
velopment of the Water Street Terminal 
area in Southwest Washington, which 


includes the proposed market site, on 
a scale commensurate with the future 


The District Commissioners may no 
establish public hack stands along th 
street frontage of Washbington hote 
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as well as the present needs of the 
city were announced today by Col. 
Wrisley Brown, president of the 
Potomac Freight Terminals Co. 

Actual construction has already be- 
gun on part of the proposed improve- 
ments. Contracts for other parts of 
the work have either been let or will 
be let in the near future. The whole 
undertaking when completed will pro- 
vide terminal and market facilities ade- 
quate for the receiving, display, dis- 
tribution and storage of Washington’s 
perishable foodstuffs, including fruits, 
vegetables, farm truck, poultry and 
meat. 

The four principal items in this 
program which has been adopted after 
years of study of the city’s require- 
ments are these: 

Immediate construction of ‘stores 
fronting on Water street from Twelfth 
to Fourteenth streets at a building 
cost of approximately $300,000. These 
stores will be modern in every respect 
and are designed to provide facilities 
for the wholesale perishable food mer- 
chants, who are forced to move from 
their present quarters due to the erec- 
tion of new public buildings in the old 
market district at B street and Louisi- 
ana avenue. 


New Bridge Under Way. 


Completion of a new railroad bridge 
across Water street to carry additional 
trackage into the Water Street Termi- 
nal area from the main running tracks 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad. This 
bridge is already under construction 
and represents an expenditure of ap- 
proximately $200,000. 

Construction of new track facilities 
from the new bridge into the Water 
Street Terminal area to serve the com- 
mission trade and other recelving and 
marketing agencies which will be 
housed in this district. 

Construction of modern stores at a 
cost of approximately $100,000 to ac- 
commodate the poultry trade grouped 
at Twelfth and E streets southwest, 
Opposite the. Water street terminal. 
Some of the contracts for this work 
have already been let by the Terminal 
Refrigerating & Warehousing Co., and 
three stores are to. be ready for oc- 
cupancy by December 1. 

The complete plan is designed to 
provide in this district for the develop- 
ment of adequate facilities for all the 


FEDERAL WORKERS DRAW 
FIAOT WELGH AGT PAY 


45,000 Employes in District 
Benefit by Increases Under 
Salary Bill. 


HOPE TO GAIN FURTHER 


The Welch act was translated into 
cold cash yesterday for the great major- 
ity of Uncle Sam’s classified workers. 
Some of them received their midmonth 
pay check Saturday, but most of them 
had to wait until yesterday. Now all 
of the 45,000 employes here, who are 
benefited by the act know just how 
much their raise amounts to. 

Until yesterday there were many who 
were in doubt about how much of an 
increase they would receive. This was 
due to the highly complicated method 
by which the advance had to be com- 
puted. 

Among those who benefited yesterday 
were 3,200 classified ernployes in the 
service of the District government. To- 
gether they received $30,000 additional, 
or an average semimonthly. increase 
of $10. 

All of this, however, was not due to 
the opemation of the Welch act. The 
increase in the pay roll for the District 
employes amounts to approximately 
$720,000 a year, of which $550,000 re- 
sults from the Welch act and $171.400 
from a special fund set aside by Con- 
gress to provide step-ups to raise low- 
paid employes to the medium pay rate 
in each salary grade. 

The salary increases received by the 
Federal workers ranged from $60 to 
$800 a year, and the range in enthusi- 
asm yesterday was just as wide. 

“Well,” said one of the least bene- 
fited, “this isn’t so much, but it cer- 
tainly is better than nothing.” 

Employes in this class are looking 


marketing agencies serving the city’s 
population with perishable foodstuffs.

The plans call for the development in 
Southwest Washington of a modern 
coordinated wholesale market district, 
following the traditional intention of 
the acts of 1901 for the improvement 
and development of the city, conform- 
ing to the MacMiglan plan. 

The stores for commission merchants 
in the wholesale produce fruit and 
vegetable trade wi'' be built along the 
north side of Water street, facing that 
street and the Washington Channel. 
They will provide about 200,000 square 
feet of floor area and will be built to 
afford modern conveniences for the dis- 
Play and sale of perishable food prod- 
ucts. These stores are expected to be 
ready for occupancy by the end of the 
year. 

Nearby at the corner of Twelfth and 
E streets is located the Cudahy Packing 
Co.’s Washington branch, and the de- 
velopment of the terminal area provides 
for the location in the same vicinity of 
the establishments of other packing 
concerns now operating near the Cen- 
ter Market. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad operates 
a produce freight terminal adjoining 
the Cudahy facility which will be en- 
larged, and also operates a large freight 
receiving yard mostly for perishable 
freight, known as the Fourteenth street 
yard between Twelfth and Fourteenth 
streets dnd D street and the bed of 
Maryland avenue. In connection with 
these two facilities the first unit of the 
contemplated larger produce terminal 
with direct switching connection at 
Water Street Terninal area will afford 
facilities for the entire district. 


Cold Storage Plants Features. 


The great bulk of perishable freight 
consigned to Washington by rail from 
the South comes through the Potomac 
yard, located jvst across the Potomac 
River in Virginia, near the south end 
of the Long Bridge. This great trans- 
fer yard, with track capacity for ap- 
proximately 10,000 cars and average re- 
ceipts of 4,500 to 5,500 cars a day, ac- 
cording to the season, is the converging 
po.nt for all freight moving from the 
South over the Southern trunk lines. 
This perishable freight is brought 
across Long Bridge over the tracks of 
the Pennsylvania System, most of it 
being delivered in South Washington 
near the north end of the Long Bridge. 
The Water Street Terminal is thus 
most advantageously located with re- 
spect to the unloading snd delivery of 
this Southern fruit and produce. 

An important feature of the Water 
street perishable terminal development 
is the location, in its immediate vicin- 
ity, of two. large cold storage plants 
and warehouses. * Both of these are 
modern in every particular and fully 
equipped for the production of ice and 
the refrigeration of perishable products 
in large volume. They have a combined 
capacity of 2,500,000 cubic feet of refri- 
gerated space, an ice manufacturing 
capacity of 400 tons per day, and repre- 
sent an investment by the people of 
Washington approximating $3,000,000. 

These well-established and efficiently 
operated cold storage plants are equip- 
ped to satisfy fully the requirements of 
the City of Washington with cold stor- 
age service. Their location adjacent to 
the Water street perishable terminals 
assures, without additional investment 
or expense, the most efficient handling 


“and refrigeration of perishable products 


received at the terminals and placedein 
cold storage. 

By. authority of .Congress conduits 
have been already installed to furnish 
refrigeration by pipe lines to the entire 
Water street terminal area. 

This development of the Water street 
area will mark the beginning 
“ + Soe ae era in the econom- 

distribution of Washington’s perish- 
able food supplies.

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GIRL SUES CAR OWNER 
AFTER MOTOR CRASH 


Suit Expected to Determine 
Responsibility When Pro- 
prietor Is Not Present. 


Another lawsuit, which is expected 
to determine the responsibility of the 
owner of an automobile for accidents 
which occur when the owner is not 
present or at the wheel, was filed in 
Circuit Court yesterday by May Agnes 
Mitchell, 16 years old, of Mount

In a preliminary skirmish concerning 
the responsibility of the owner of an 
automobile for the alleged reckless driv- 
ing of the family car by the son, the 
courts have held that the owner is re- 
sponsible, but the Mitchell-Edwards 
case involves a third party, namely, a 
person who was given the wheel by the 
son of the owner.

According to the arguments in these 
cases, which were heard last week, any 
owner of user of property back of the 
curb line at which a public hackstand 
exists may complain and force th 
Commissioners to order the cabs re 
moved as a nuisance. Originally fou 
hetels complained to Justice Bailey, but 
the Commissioners revoked the order 
to the fourth hotel because the cak 
interfered with the delivery of coal. 


Court Taxi Ruling. 


This opinion does not mean that no 
taxicabs will he permitted to stand in 
front or at the sides of the hotels, ag 
most of the large hostelries have ar- 
reangements with the corporate owners 
of cabs to park a certain number of 
cabs at the hotels for the use of the 
guests at the hotel or any other persom 
who cares to order a cab through a taxie- 
cab employe stationed there for that 
purpose. The opinion does mean that 
the hotels now have the right to say 
whose taxicabs shall be tarked in front 
of their places of ousiness. 

During ‘he arguments on the motion 
of the Commissioners to dismiss the 
injunction bills, Justice Bailey stated 
that a public hack stand was a nuisance 
readily discernible by any one who 
cared to take the trouble to observe, 
and he also stated that he had serious 
doubts as to the right to establish a 
public hack stand in front of the prop- 
erty of any one who objected 


Appeal May Be Taken. 


Assistaut Corporation Counsel Ring- 
gold Hart cont nded that Congress em- 
powered the Commissioners to usc their 
discretion in the matter of locating 
public hack stands, and that as far as 
the taxicabs themselves being a nule- 
sance he failed to see where a taxicab 
not connected with a hotel was any 
more of a nuisance than one con- 
nected with a hotel. The Commission- 
ers will 1.1 all probability appeal from 
Justice Bailey’s orde. The hotels af- 
fected by the opinion will be required 
to furnish a bond of $500 each. 

Justice Batley states in his opinion 
that “In the present state of the record 
I think that it is clear that the estab- 
lishment of a taxi stand along the 
property of the plaintiffs would be an 
unauthorized invasion and impairment 
of the rights of the plaintiffs as abut- 
ting owners, in view of the number and 
needs of its guests and the’ character 
of the business.” 


Royal Wins Point 
In Trade Board Fight 


Justice Jennings Batley in Circuit 
Court yesterday sustained a motion by 
Attorneys O’Brien & O’Brien, counsel 
for the Royal Baking Powder Co., to 
strike out a return filed by the Federal 
Trade Commission to a rule to show 
cause issued in a mandamys action be- 
gun by the company. The company is 
seeking to prevent William Humphreys, 
a@ member of the commission, from sit- 
ting in a controversy between the 
company and the commission. 

The return was not signed by a 
member of the commission, but was 
signea by an attorney for the commis- 
sion, and Justice Bailey held that a 
membe: should sign and swear to the 
return to the rule. The company and 
the commission have been at odds for 
several years over the company’s ad- 
vertised announcement that its product 
contains no alum.
